...Nixon Announces Agreement To End War, Bring Peace 


Washington (Jfi — President Nixon announc- 


ed Tuesday night a Vietnam cease-fire will 
go into effoct Saturday night with all American 
.troops to be withdrawn within 60 days, coin- 
ciding with 
return 
of all 
A m e r i c a n 


prisoners. 


In announcing settlement of the longest war 


in American history, Nixon told a national 
television and radio audience, "We today have 
•concluded an agreement to end the war and 
bring peace to Vietnam and to Southeast 
Asia." 


Initialed By Kissinger 


The agreement was initialed Tuesday in 


Paris by his adviser Henry A. Kissinger and 
North Vietnam Politburo member Le Due Tho, 
Nixon said. The formal signing will be Saturdav 
in Paris. 


In the 11-minute address, Nixon said the 


protocols explaining the settlement will be 
issued Wednesday. A similar announcement was 
issued simultaneously in Hanoi and Saigon. 


Major points of the agreement outlined by 


Nixon: 


—An internationally supervised cease-fire 


to go into effect at 6 p.m. CST Saturday. 


—The release of all Americans 
"held 


prisoner of war throughout Indochina" within 60 
days. 


—The withdrawal of the remaining 24,000 


U. S. servicemen in South Vietnam within the 
same time frame. 


—"The fullest possible accounting'* for all 


those missing in action. 


—A guarantee that the people of South 


Vietnam will have "the right to determine 
their own future without outside interference." 


Nixon said he joined North Vietnam in 


an agreed upon announcement expressing hope 
the accord "will ensure stable peace in Vietnam 
and contribute to the preservation of lasting 
peace in Indochina and Southeast Asia." 


Three Others Mentioned 


Nowhere in his speech did Nixon mention 


by name three other countries touched by the 
Indochina conflict—Laos, Thailand and Cam- 
bodia. His text indicated that specific terms 


\J>L the agreement applied only to Vietnam, 
leaving the situation in the other countries 
to be covered in later negotiations. 


He said the settlement has the full backing 


of South Vietnamese President Nguyen Van 
Thieu, and pledged that the United States will 
recognize Thieu's government 
"as the sole 


legitimate 
government 
of 
S o u t h 
Viet- 


nam"—continuing to supply it aid. 


"We must recognize that ending the war 


is only the first step toward building Bhe peace." 
Nixon said. 


"All parties must now sse to it that this 


is peace that lasts, a peace that heals — and 
a peace that not only ends the war in Southeast 
Asia but contributes to prospects of peace in 
the world," he said. 


U.S. To Bo Watching 
Nixon said the United States will adhere 


strictly to the agreement's terms and that he 
expects other parties to do the same—a phrase 
that appeared intended as a warning to the 
enemy that the United States will be watching 
for violations of the accord. 


And, in words which seemed intended for 


the Soviet Union, Nixon declared: "We shall 
also expect other interested nations to help

Failed Badly 
Whatever 
the

the polls in Hastings on two 
different occasions. V o t e r s 
defeated it by 71% in 1960, 
and trounced it again by 66% 
in 1968. 


"It's been kind of a dead 


issue around Hastings since it 
was defeated that last time," 
said Mayor D. W. "Monte" 


Malouf, who took office in 
June. Dr. Herbert Seberg. a 
locad dentist who heads the 
NDA 
fluoridation 
committee, 


acknowledged that there are 
no plans to revive the soundly 
beaten issue locally. 


Said Mayor Malouf: "There 


are certain forces and a cer- 
tain group here in town that 
seem to gather quite a bit of 
support. How and why they 
do it I don't know. It might 
be a matter of ed-ucation, or 
it might be that the 'aginners' 
get out in stronger force. 


Stopped On Street 


"When I was on the Coun- 


cil," Malcuf recalled, "people 
who were violently opposed tn 
it would send me all this scare 
literature and stop me on the 
street." He conjectured that 
such literature, d e c l a r i n g 
fluoridation 
a poisen and a 


health menace, is very ef- 
fctive 
in 
alarming 
health- 


conscious elderly people. 


In 
both 
elections, 
the 


fluoridation issue was sent to 
the polls by the City Council 
— 
tht 
first 
time 
as 
an 


alternative to Council action, 
after 
the issue had proven 


highly 
volatile at a public 


hearing. On that occasion, with 
"quite a large part of the 
population of the city" present, 
several opponents — including 
Lincoln physician Dr. Robert 
Omey, a long-time fluoridation 
foe — made "some very, very 
strong statements" against it. 
Malouf said. 


Through the ensuing cam- 


paign, fluoridationists w e r e 
never quite able to dispel the 


residual

Sincere skeptics 
such as 


Mrs. Dale Pascna-11, feeling 
that the safety of fluoridation 
had not been proven and "WP 
shouldn't have to take anything 
if we don't want it," went to 
w o r k convincing undecided 
friends and neighbors that thev 
should vote "no." Fluoridation 
lost, 3,404-1,397. 


Seven years later a group 


e n t i t l e d t h e H a s t i n g s 
fluoridation Committee began 
to raise the issue again. But 
a state law passed in 1961 now 
made the referendum route 
mandatory for new fluoridation 
programs.

No Evidence

A key factor in the second 


campaign was the opposition 
publicly expressed by a local 
dentist, Dr. James Chappell, 
and a local physician, 
Dr. 


Marie Simonsen — two out of 
a 
handful 
of 
health pro- 


fessionals in the state still op- 
posing fluoridation. 


Their word, counterbalanced 


by endorsements from eighteen 
Hastings dentists, the Adams 
County Medical and Dental 
Associations and six Nebraska 
professional 
health 
associa- 


tions, proved formidable in- 
deed. Once again, fluridation 
was rejected, 5,644-2,849.

bare bones of the peace agreement, Nixon ad- 
dressed "a few special words to each of those 
who have been parties to the conflict." 


He told the people and goventment of South 


Vietnam that their courage and sacrifice "have 
won the precious right to determine your own 
future." 


He to-ld North Vietnamese leaders that the 


United States is prepared to make a major 
effort to "build a peace of reconciliation. But 
just as reciprocity was needed to end the war," 
he told Hanoi, "so it will be needed to 
build and strengthen the peace." 


'Time For Restraint' 
To the other major powers involved in 


Vietnam "even indirectly"—a reference to the 
Soviet Union and China—Nixon said, "Now is 
the time for mutual restraint, so that the peace 
we have achieved can be kept." 


The President saved his message "to the 


American people" until last, saying their stead- 
fast support of "our insistence on peace with 
honor has made peace with honor possible." 


He acknowledged that he had avoided for 


many months any public satements about Viet- 
nam negotiations, but said his silence was 
necessary. '-The important thing was not to 
talk about peace, but to get peace—and to 
get the right kind of peace," he said. "This 
we have done." 


" . . . Let us be proud," Nixon said, ''that 


America diet ,.ot settle for a peace that would 
have beirayed our allies, that would have 
abandoned our prisoners of war, or that would 
have ended the war for us but would have 
continued the war for the 50 million people 
of Indochina." 


A Selfless Enterprise 
He said American should be proud too, 


for the 2Vz million young Americans who served 
in Vietnam "in one of the most selfless en- 
terprises in the history of nations." 


He singled out the wives, children and 


families of American POWs and men missing 
in action as "some of the bravest people I 
have ever met" and added, "NotWng means 
more to me than the fact that your long vigil 
is coming to an end. 


The 
President 
concluded his 
11-minute 


speech by referring to former President Lyndon 
B. Johnson, who died Monday. 


American involvement in the war reached 


its greatest height during Johnson's White 
House years, and Nixon said he "endured the 
vilification of those who sought to portray him 
as a man of war. But, Nixon said, "there 
was nothing he cared about more deeply than 
achieving a lasting peace in the world." 


"No one would have welcomed this peace 


more than he," Nixon said. 


At the same time Nixon was addressing 


his national radio and television audience. Hanoi 
Radio broadcast the three-paragraph 
text of 


the agreed-upon statement. 


Rogers To Sign For U.S. 
And a short time later it was disclosed 


that Secretary of State William P. Rogers is 
planning to fly to Paris to sign the peace 
agreement 
Saturday 
with

parties—North Vietnam. South Vietnam andi the 
Viet Cong. 


The agreement protocols to be made public 


Wednesday will cover a number of points Nixon 
left untouched1—including the mechanics of the 
international peacekeeping mission and the 
machinery for reshaping the South Vietnamese 
government. 


Even before Nixon spoke, the State Depart- 


ment was in contact with Canada and Indonesia, 
which along with Poland and Hungry will 
provide units to help supervise the cease-fire. 


The latest count shows 587 American 


prisoners being held in Indochina with another 
1,335 listed as missing. Nixon said Hanoi would 
provide the "fullest possible accounting" of 
all the missing Americans.

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM O. DOBLER 


At age 64. death came too early for former President Lyndon B. 


Johnson but few can say they had lived a fuller life than he. Few 
could say that they had an impact upon the nation and the world as 
great as that of the Texas rancher. 


Former Nebraska Governor Frank B. Morrison was correct in 


saying that it is too early to decide what place will be accorded 
Johnson in the annals of history but his life certainly reflected the ups 
and downs, the conflict and the tranquility, the hopes and frustrations 
and the failures and successes of the people of the U.S. for a long 
period of time. 


A Franklin D. Roosevelt protege, Johnson served in public life 


during a period of high adventure for the nation, although you wonder 
as your own life progresses if there is ever any other kind of time. But 
Johnson may or may not have been the last to practice the Roosevelt 
philosophy. 


* 
How easily one recalls the 1964 elections and the decisive Johnson 


victory over Senator Barry Goldwater. It further opened the door to 
the passage by Congress of a host of welfare legislation. And it 
resulted in the 1965 voting rights bill that followed earlier enactment 
of new civil rights legislation. 


In less than 10 years' time, the nation went from a landslide in the 


direction of government-sponsored human and civil rights in 1964 to a 
landslide in the other direction in 1972. In almost all regards, 
President Nixon represents a total reversal of the Johnson form. 


Only in the area of Vietnam have the two men found themselves 


on common ground. Neither would settle in Vietnam for anything 
that would result in an easy communist victory there and both 
suffered considerable public criticism as a result of their positions. 


It can be said, in fact, that Vietnam drove Lyndon Johnson from 


the presidency and only fate and circumstances have avoided the 
same fate to date for Nixon. Nixon is now assured of another full four- 
year term but if he fails to achieve the peace in Vietnam that now 
seems so close, then that conflict will become a dark and ominous 
cloud over the remainder of his administration. 


And even in the details of Vietnam, one can see the end of one era 


and the beginning of another. Vietnam has definitely had a major 
impact upon the foreign policy of this nation and its influence will be 
a vital and significant force upon presidents for many years to come. 


Whatever one's personal convictions about Vietnam, its impact is 


plain to see and not too difficult to understand. The changing course 
of the nation in domestic affairs, however, is not such a clear case. It 
is, in fact, quite complicated and not yet fully understood by anyone. 


This change of national directions fits with the .description 


Johnson once gave of his own political philosophy. 


Writing in a Texas publication, Johnson once said of himself: "I 


am a free man. an American, a United States senator and a Democrat, 
in that order. 


"I am also a liberal, a conservative, a Texan, a taxpayer, a 


rancher, a businessman, a consumer, a parent, a voter, and not as 
young as I used to be nor as old as I expect to be — and I am all these 
things in no fixed order." 


Perhaps in those words, we can find a clue to the nearly overnight 


change in national attitudes. The people of this country are not quick 
to be wedded for long to anything, but rather, will shift with amazing 
agility from one approach to another as the situation seems to 
demand. 
. - , . . . . . . 


And this, perhaps, is why so many men of leadership fail to 


accurately read such things as voter mandates. They find in those 
mandates directions that are not really there and they confuse a 
disenchantment with means with a dictate for different ends.

And the long Johns cut his 
wood-chopping by half. 


So. with respect to our learned 


geologists and 
environmental 


whiz kids (and to industrialists 
who wonder where the money is 
coming from) they might do 
better to stop wringing their 
hands over the dwindling supply 
of oil and coal and just come 
right out and tell folks to "dress 
for the weather." 


That isn't as simplistic as it

And 
that's when Old Dad decided 
Grandpappy had the right idea 
all along and went rummaging 
through the upper shelves for his 
long woollies. 


He was sick and tired, he said, 


of standing around on railroad 
platforms with icy winds 
whistling around his bony 
shanks. Also with listening to his 
teeth chatter on the days (and 
they are not few) when tho 
train's heating system iced up 
and broke down. 


As luck would have it, the first 


day he wore his long Johns the 
thermometer nose-dived toward 
zero and the power company cut 
down the heat all over town. Old 
Dad's co-workers sat at their 
desks in overcoats, but he was 
comfortably warm all day. (And 
pretty smug about it, too.)

Holding Terry In Check 


An active Legislative Council executive board 


under the leadership of Sen. Terry Carpenter of 
Scottsbluff has come under fir6 from individual 
lawmakers on the Unicameral floor. 


Carpenter's rather high-handed move last 


week to circumvent a public hearing on the bill 
providing for district offices for senators rankled 
some members. Terry threatened to resign as 
chairman of the executive board if the bill was not 
advanced from general to select file without a 
public hearing and the bill was advanced. 


Carpenter, through a misunderstanding, was 


also attacked for ordering a $50,000 study of the 
state's computer operations and a determination of 
which firm should supply the equipment. What the 
exec board chairman had actually done was to ask 
for an investigation of the feasibility of a study. 


And this week. Sen. Herb Nore of Gerioa rose 


to object to two recent executive board .decisions in 
which salary increases for the fiscal analyst's staff 
were approved and an investigation into the non- 
reappointment of a University of Nebraska-Omaha 
professor was ordered. 


Nore suggested that the board was not 


informing senators of its actions and that such 
actions should be approved by the entire 
membership of the Legislature. Nore said he would 
"probably like to see some check on the power of 
the board."' 


From our standpoint, it's apparent that one of 


Carpenter's best qualities as a senator is at work 
again. He is forcing some of his more submissive 
colleagues to stand up and be counted on the issues 
— whether those issues are great or small. And at 
the same time, the executive board, as aggressive 
as it has become, has not as yet pushed past the 
purview of its power. 


It's obvious that the Legislature has control of 


the situation if it wants to exercise it. The 
Unicameral could, for example, cancel the salary 
increases if it wished, or direct the district office 
bill to committee for public hearing, or stop the 
investigation relating to the UN-0 professor. 


But it has done none of those things thus far. 


Sen. Carpenter will go as far as his colleagues will 
let him. 


Radial Statement Approved 


Major street improvement projects were 


prominent items on the City Council agenda during 
a lengthy Monday session. 


The council zeroed in on the downtown area 


and ordered the repaving of M through Q Sts. from 
7th through 17th and then went on to push the 
controversial So. 27th St. widening project one step 
closer to final action. 


Final design of the 27th St.. C to N, project is 


still not settled, but that project appears to be 
closer to reality than the Northeast Radial, despite 
council action on that subject Monday. 


In apparent response to opposition to the 


radial and mounting public concern over the city's 
intentions, the council approved a policy statement 
which said that "based on all data now available, 
there is a public need for the Northeast Radial and

Transportation Study indicates otherwise." the 
radial should be "constructed and placed into 
service" according to a timetable to be set by the 
council. 


The vote on the pro-radial policy statement 


was 5-2 with council members Helen Boosalis and 
Steve Cook registered in opposition. Both said they 
felt the statement was unnecessary and Mrs. 
Boosalis called it "irrelevant" and "out of order." 


We think there was a need for reaffirmation of 


the city's position, however. It does not bring the 
radial closer to reality. But recent opposition to the 
radial has taken the play away from city 
government. The public should be reminded of the 
city's position on the matter and if the council is 
still convinced of the need for the radial, it should 
be marshalling public support for the project.

Neurosis" by Nancy Gager 
Clinch. Psychohistorian Clinch, 
a liberal Democrat, argues that 
"what should concern^the 
American voter" is a fabric of in- 
cidents in EMK's life "that 
suggest all too clearly an un- 
derlying trend towards reckless 
behavior 
complete with

happy in this role, one cannot 
say. He does not act like a man 
at ease with himself and his 
circumstances. The fourth son 
does not normally face such 
burdens, but his three older 
brothers have died before him, 
two building and perpetuating 
the dynasty, and EMK may be a 
prisoner of this mentality and 
responsibility. 


Dynastic concerns suggest that 


Kennedy will not close the door 
to 1976, that he will not rule 
himself out and thereby forfeit 
the family role and place of pre- 
eminence. And so long as he is 
available, up until the last 
months of 1975 when crucial 
presidential primary filing 
decisions cannot be avoided, 
Edward Kennedy's name and 
very little more will make him

Kennedy's allure reflects and 


reinforces a central weakness of 
the national Democratic party — 
refusal to recognize how 
drastically its constituency and

LBJ, A Highly Personal Man 


(Ed. Note: Mr. Frankel, now 


the New York Times Sunday 
editor, was the chief of the 
Times' Washington Bureau 
during most of the Johnson 
presidential years.) 


NEW YORK - He was larger 


than life, almost a caricature of 
the Texas caricature that he 
could never shake, but he never 
lost his humanity because with 
Lyndon Johnson, everything was 
really personal. 


The war that overwhelmed his 


years in the White House was 
personal — a test of endurance 
against Ho Chi Minh. which he 
acknowledged having lost in the 
end, no matter who actually won 
the spoils of battle. 


The Great Society was 


personal, because a lackluster 
education in his own life had 
saved him from shiftlessness and 
he deemed learning of any kind 
to be forever more the way to 
get ahead in this world. 


The civil rights laws that he 


wanted as his monument were, 
in the end, highly personal, 
because they were drawn on the 
testimony of his Negro rook and 
her humiliations whenever she 
traveled without reliable food or 
lodging between Washington and 
the Texas ranch. 


And even politics, the business 


in which he excelled and in 
which he took such great pride, 
was to him only a personal, face- 
to-face thing If he had talked 


George Meany into acquiescence 
on a point, he thought he had 
won over all of American labor. 
If he had conquered Richard 
Russell on a budget matter, he 
thought he had won over the 
Southland. 


In this fashion, he had been 


able to encompass every issue 
and every center of power in his 
years as majority leader of the 
Senate. But from the White 
House, even his huge reach fell 
short and his incredibly hard 
work and keen mind felt often 
overwhelmed. 


Insecure, despite his size and 


force. LBJ 
felt from the 


moment of John Kennedy's 
death in Dallas that the nation 
would never accept his southern 
speech and rural manners as a 
replacement for the slain prince. 


So he clung to the Kennedy 


men and boasted of their Ph.D. 
degrees and he was afraid, even 
after his landslide election in 
1964, to bring his own men to the 
capital. 


And he could not comprehend, 


to the moment of death, how so 
many Kennedy partisans around 
the country could turn against 
him because of a war in which 
he felt ho had taken the counsel 
of his predecessor's cabinet and 
aides. 


So he took it personally He 


thought he saw a plot to promote 
yet another Kennedy and he 
thought he saw his fate as being 


merely the caretaker between 
two 
Kennedy administrations 


and he hated the thought and all 
who made it seem so real. 


In his own mind, he felt 


certain that history would bring 
vindication. Historians would 
see, he thought: 


—A southerner, who brought 


the blacks to the ultimate legal 
equality — with their own seat 
on the Supreme Court and a 
court that ruled in their cause. 


—A conservative kept alive in 


politics by conservative votes for 
Texas interests, who made the 
war on poverty an elaborate 
concern of the federal govern- 
ment. 


—A wartime leader who was 


governed to the end by respect 
and 
o c c a s i o n a l l y even 


compassion for his "enemy," 
who really wanted to extend the 
Great Society to the Mekong 
River and who systematically 
refused to whip the nation into 
an anti-communist frenzy. 


—A backwoods boy of modest 


learning, who gave what seemed 
to him the disrespectful 
establishment figures of the East 
the scope and mandate for great 
social works. 


That is how he also saw 


himself. He confronted an- 
tagonists to the end, always 
hoping that reason and short 
ideals and long conversations — 


really monologues — could find 
a compromise for every conflict. 


Although overcome by a bitter 


war and the hatreds that it 
spawned throughout the coun- 
try. Lyndon Johnson remained a 
man who hated conflict and who 
feared confrontation for himself 
and his country. 


He made the Joint Chiefs of 


Staff testify in writing that he 
should really stand at the siege 
of Khesanh. 


He made all his diplomatic 


advisers commit themselves in 
writing to the advice that he 
really go to meet Soviet Premier 
Kosygin at Giassboro, N.J. 


He weaned from his wife, 


Ladybird, a written recommen- 
dation that he ride into battle 
against Barry Goldwater in 1964 
and that he should buck the 
battle for re-election in 1968. He 
never really did want to stand 
alone. 


"Well," he said to a newsman 


on the morning after his surprise 
announcement of 
intended 


retirement in 1968, "do you still 
believe 
in 
the 
First 


Amendment?" He thought tree 
speech and free assembly had 
destroyed him but he went on to 
confess that he believed in the 
First. Amendment. 


He wanted everyone with him 


all the time and when they 
weren't, it broke his heart.

How easily one recalls the 1964 elections and the decisive Johnson 
victory over Senator Barry Goldwater It further opened the door to 
the passage by Congress of a host of welfare legislation And it 
resulted in the 1965 voting rights bill that followed earlier enactment 
of new civil rights legislation 
In less than 10 years’ time, the nation went from a landslide in the 
direction of government-sponsored human and civil rights in 1964 to a 
landslide in the other direction in 1972 In almost all regards. 
President Nixon represents a total reversal of the Johnson form. 


Only in the a rea o f Vietna m ha v e Uie two men fo und themselv es 
o n co mmo n g ro und. Neither wo uld settle in Vietna m fo r a ny thing 
tha t wo uld result in a n ea sy co mmunist v icto ry there a nd bo th 
suffered co nsidera ble public criticism a s a result o f their po sitio ns. 


It can be said, in fact, that Vietnam drove Lyndon Johnson from 
the presidency and only fate and circumstances have avoided the 
same fate to date for Nixon. Nixon is now assured of another full four- 
year term but if he fails to achieve the peace in Vietnam that now 
seems so close, then that conflict will become a dark and ominous 
cloud over the remainder of his administration.

NEW YORK - He was larger 
than life, almost a caricature of 
the Texas caricature that he 
could never shak e, but he never 
lost his humanity because with 
Lyndon Johnson, every thing was 
really personal 
The war that overwhelmed his 
years in the White House was 
personal — a test of endurance 
against Ho Chi Mlnh, which he 
ack nowledged having lost in the 
end, no matter who actually won 
the spoils of battle. 
The 
Great Society was 
personal, because a lack luster 
education in his own life had 
saved him from shiftlessness and 
he deemed learning of any k ind 
to be forever more the way to 
get ahead in this world. 


The civil rights laws that he 
wanted as his monument were, 
in the end, highly personal, 
because they were drawn on the 
testimony of his Negro cook and 
her humiliations whenever she 
traveled without reliable food or 
lodging between Washington and 
the Texas ranch. 


And even politics, the business 
in which he excelled and in 
which he took such great pride, 
was to him only a personal, face- 
to-face thing. If he had talk ed 


George Meany into acquiescence 
on a point, he thought he had 
won over all of American labor. 
If he had conquered Richard 
Russell on a budget matter, he 
thought he had won over the 
Southland. 


In this fashion, he had been 
able to encompass every issue 
and every center of power in his 
years as majority leader of the 
Símate 
But from the White 
House, even his huge reach fell 
short and his incredibly hard 
work and k een mind felt often 
overwhelmed. 
Insecure, despite his size and 
force. LBJ felt from the 
moment of John Kennedy’s 
death in Dallas that the nation 
would never accept his southern 
speech and rural manners as a 
replacement for the slain prince. 
So he clung to the Kennedy 
men and boasted of their Ph.D. 
degrees and he was afraid, even 
after his landslide election in 
1964, to bring his own men to the 
capital. 
And he could not comprehend, 
to the moment of death, how so 
many Kennedy partisans around 
the country could turn against 
him because of a war in which 
he felt he had tak en the counsel 
of his predecessor’s cabinet and 
aides.

So he took it personally. He 
thought he saw a plot to promote 
yet another Kennedy and he 
thought he saw his fate as being 
s.

Ms "tailgate" style, which got 
its name from the way trom- 
bonists played with their slides 
shooting out over the tailgates 
of wagons carrying bands in 
New Orleans parades during 
the early days of jazz. 


The part-Creole 
composer 


had a jazz career that spanned 
almost 70 years. He was born 
on Christmas Day, 1886, in 
LaPlace, La , and got his first 
job at the age of 10. 


Ory grew up in the bawdy 


Storyville 
District 
of 
New 


Orleans in the era of Buddy 
Bolden, one of the first of the 
modern jazzmen. Many jazz 
giants, 
including 
L o u i s 


Armstrong and Joe "King" 
Oliver, got their first jobs in 
an Ory band.

He broke into another 
home, sat on the couch, pressed 
the muzzle of the 16-gauge 
shotgun against his head and 
pulled the trigger.

trouble 
t h a n 


thousands of others," Johnson 
said. So far as police knew, 
he said, Jordan never used a 
weapon besides his fist before 
he picked up the shotgun. 


Whose Weapon?

Johnson said. 


All 
the victims, including 


Jordan, were black an'' 'lived 
in a waterfront neighborhood 
of rundown houses.

"Although we think he lived 
in Topeka moat of his life." 


Jordan, 6-feet-3 and weigh- 


ing 220 pounds, "was known 
slightly to a lot of people in 
the police department," Sgt. 
Dehnar Royer said, but they 
did not think of him as a 
belligerent man. 


Not Arrested

against him," Johnson said.

rested. 


There was absolutely nothing 


to suggest that Jordan might

neighborhood with a shotgun, 
Johnson said. 


He apparently went from 


door to door and when a dcor 
was opened, he walked in, 
fired a few rounds and then 
went to the next h o u s e . 
Johnson said officers found 
around 10 empty shells. 


Only one of Jordan's victims 


had a chance to get away. 
The body of Herbert Gatewood, 
about 40, was found beneath 
a pile of clothing in a closet 
where police 
said

parently tried to hide. 


Dateoe 
McCray, 40, was 


seriously wounded at the sec- 
ond home, but police said, 
"even if she lives, it's hard 
to say if we can determine 
a motive or not."

U.S. Dollar Is Sent Reeling 
After Swiss Franc Floated 


London (#) — A move by 


the Swiss nent the dollar reel- 
ing on mo* European money 
markets Tuesday. 


The Swiss government freed 


the franc to float in foreign 
exchanges in a bid to halt a 
flood of unwanted dollars and 
this brought what one dealer 
described as an avalanche of 
dollars for sale. 


But dealers said the mass 


selling of dollars appeared to 
be a brief panic caused by 
the Swiss action. There were 
signs the dollar was firming 
as exchanges closed. 


The Swiss government acted 


after its national bank had

Dr. Ne wkirk Is Ho me Fro m In d ia 
By (iRACIA SIEB 
For the past detade. increasing international 
attention has been focused on the problems of 
population comrol and fainily planning During the 
initial years of concern, many believed that most 
countries, with the exception of those 
underdeveloped states such as India and China, 
were immune to the afflictions of overpopulation 
We have, however, come to the realization that 
nearly every country is feeling the impact, both 
economically and socially, as the poverty and 
unemployment rates grow, more pressures placed 
on educational systems, and our natural resources 
are in danger of being deplet(>d 
At a recent three-week All India Home Science 
Association meeting in India, family planning and 
the role of the home economist were the topics of 
disrus.sion among representatives of the American 
Home Economics Association and leading Indian 
home economists 
Included among the 
representatives traveling to Trivandrum. Kerala. 
India, for the meeting was Dr Gwendolyn 
Newkirk, chairman of the Department of Educa­ 
tion and Family Resources at the I ’niversity of 
Nebraska, who also serves as AHEA vice president 
of program development 
According to Dr Newkirk, tht* purpose of the 
asRMMMy wut toittirvey the colleges of tndiajn an 
effort to find an appropriate location for family 
planning leaching centers and to further define the 
role ot the home economist in regard to family 


planning 
Dr Newkirk stated that although,the centers 
are still in the planning stages, tlK*y are being 
designed to train home economists from various 
countries in eff^tive family planning and also to 
instruct them in the methods of educating the 
public 
The project, which is being conducted through 
the aid of a three-year grant from the Agency of 
International Development, is aimed at informing 
families that family planning is a decision making 
process- that is. to respect the rights of parents to 
have children that they want and when they want 
them and to acknowledge the right of every child to 
be wanted. Dr Newkirk siiid 
The reason for the possible location of the 
centers in India, is due to the fact that an active 
campaign for population control has been 
conducted by the Indian government for several 
years 
When asked how effective the Indian 
projects have been. Dr. Newkirk replied that the 
success has concentrated in the upper and middle 
class people in the urban areas, leaving 
approximately 82't of rural population relatively 
untouched 
She added that since such heavy 
emphasis is placed on the family by the rural In­ 
dian culture. It is difficult to implement family 
pfahhl^g programs among the majority df tnKta'^s 
population.

Nebraska campus last year, the role of the home 
economist was discussed and extended, so that 
personnel in that area can assist in conveying the 
family planning concept 
For example. Dr 
Newkirk used the instance of the food nutrition 
expert, who must explain the importance of 
nutritious foods. By incorporating family planning 
in her presentation, she can illustrate how a 
smaller family could enable the parents to buy the 
necessary and good food that their children require 
to be healthy. The same method could be applied 
to child care, education and economics 
Although several other sites for the teaching 
centers have been reviewed by the AHEA. so far. 
India seems to be the most probable location since 
they have already Initiated population control 
programs With an annual population increase of 
2‘ 
as compared to the 0 
of the United States, 
which is nearly three times larger than India 
geographically. India appears to be the most 
qualified country to be helped by AHEA and .AID 
in overcoming its overpopulation dilemma.

Dr. Newkirk Is Home From India 


By GRACIA SIEB 


For the past decade increasing international 


attention has been focused on the problems of 
population control and familv planning During the 
initial years of concern, many believed that most 
(ountnes 
with the exception of those 


underdeveloped states such as India and China 
were immune to the afflictions of overpopulation 
We have however come to the realization that 
nearlv every country is feeling the impact, both 
economically and socially as the poverty and 
unemployment rates grow more pressures placed 
on educational systems and our natural resources 
are in danger of being depleted 


At d recent three-week All India Home Science 


Association meeting in India familv planning and 
the role of the home economist were the topics of 
discussion among representatives of the American 
Home Economics Association and leading Indian 
home economists 
Included among the 


representatives traveling to Tnvandrum Kerala 
India 
for the meeting was Dr Gwendohn 


Nevvkirk chairman of the Department of Educa 
lion and Family Resources at the Umversitv of 
Nebraska who also serves as AHEA vice president 
of program development 


According to Dr Newkirk the purpose of the 


astttaMy wano-Sfarvty jtoe coltegfer oftndjajn an" 
effort to find an appropriate location for famih 
planning teaching centers and to further define the 
role ot the home economist in regard to familv 


planning 


Dr Newkirk stated that although tthe centers 


are still in the planning stages they are being 
designed to train home economists from various 
countries in effective family planning and also to 
instruct them in the methods of educating the 
public 


The project which is being conducted through 


the aid of a three-year grant from the Agency of 
International Development is aimed at informing 
families that family planning is a decision making 
process that is to respect the rights of parents to 
have children that they want and when they want 
them and to acknowledge the right of every child to 
be wanted Dr Newkirk said 


The reason for the possible location of the 


centers in India, is due to the fact that an active 
campaign for population control has been 
conducted bv the Indian government for several 
years 
When asked how effective the Indian 


projects have been Dr Newkirk replied that the 
success has concentrated in the upper and middle 
class people in the urban areas 
leaving 


approximately 82r> of rural population relatively 
untouched 
She added that since such heavy 


emphasis is placed on the family by the rural In- 
dian culture, it is difficult to implement family 
' pfafirifhH JBjograms among the majority of IncKa'*! 


population

Newkirk used the instance of the food nutntior 
expert who must explain the importance of 
nutritious foods By incorporating family planning 
in her presentation 
she can illustrate how a 


smaller family could enable the parents to buy the 
necessary and good food that their children require 
to be healthy The same method could be applied 
to child care education and economics 


Although several other sites for the teaching 


centers have been reviewed by the AHEA so far 
India seems to be the most probable location since 
they have already initiated population control 
programs With an annual population increase of 
2 
12 
l~o as compared to the 0 9% ot the United States 


which is nearly three times larger than India 
geographically 
India appears to be the most 


qualified countr\ to be helped bv AHEA and AID 
in overcoming its overpopulation dilemma

If there was a tavern in an 18th- 


century town, it probably had 
several tavern tables for the use 
of the customers.

round, oval and even octagonal 
tops. The table had legs that were 
splayed so the base was sturdy.

A 
drawer was often placed just 
below the top 


The tables were popular

The spot cheek also revealed 
that operatcrs are critical of 
the law and the fact that li 
is now being enforced. 
“I think it’s the most asinine 


law on die books of the State 
of Ndl>raska.’* said Red Smith, 
manager

Lanes. 
"A guy can go down and 
lose a whole paycheck bet­ 
ting on those goofy nags but 
he can’t win a free game. It’s 
asinine.’^ 
Rohh Cole , owne r of The 
Wa te r Hole , hidlcnle d tha t he 
wa s disga ste d with the e n­ 
force me nt 
a nd

"The police wouldn’t have 
forced the issue if the paper 
hadn’t stirred it up,’’ Cole said.

U.S. Will Consolidate Japan Military Bases 


Tokyo — The United States 


and Japan announced Tuesday 
a 
major 
consolidation 
of 


American military bases in 
J a p a n t h a t w i l l n o t 
significantly reduce American 
forces nor impair 
American 


military operations here. 


American officials indicated 


that the United States would 
retain large bases and forces 
here for at least five years 


more and probably longer. 
There had been widespread 
speculation that the United 
States 
would 
g r a d u a l l y 


withdraw from Japan daring 
the next few years. 


The officials acknowledged 


that the bases were being 
maintained even though there 
have been pressures for their 
reduction or elimination. These 
included: The stated goad of 
the Nixon doctrine that Asian 
nations should assume the 
burdens of their own conven- 
tional defense, calls in the U.S. 


for reductions in the cost of 
maintaining foreign bases and 
for cuts in American forces 
overseas, 
and 
widespread 
demands in Japan for 
the 


withdrawal of all U.S. forces. 


The officials toJd American 


newsmen 
in a background 


briefing that they had obtained 
the "common agreement" o* 
the Japanese government that 
the 
presence 
of American 


forces in Japan contributed to 
the peace and stability of Asi-a 
by deterring aigigression. 


The two governments 
an- 


nounced thai Tachikawa, an 
Air Force base near Tokyo, 
ao air-to-ground target range, 
an Army camp, major portions 
of 
another 
air 
base, 
and 


several housing areas wctfld 
be returned to Japan within 
three years. 


Military strength under the 


consolidation plan will be cut 
by 2,100 persons, bringing the 
total strength in Japan, in- 
cluding 
Okinawa, 
down 
to 


62,500. In addition to that cut, 
largely in Air Force logistics 
personnel, 500 A m e r i c a n 


civilians and 7,SW American 
dependents will 1* returned to 
thT United Stattf. Further 
7,500 Japanese enjjployes will 
be dismissed. 


Th« American officials said 


that the consolidation plan was 
not connected with the pros- 
pects of peace in Vietnam or 
with the proposed modest in- 
crease in Japan's military 
strength. They said the plan 
was 
intended 
primarily 
to 


meet Japanese demands and 
for "cost-avoidaooe."

Well, y es, we 
do hav e an American League but in name o nly . 


What I’m urging is that the American League secede 
fro m baseball with a capital B, Sure. I am aware that 
Dan Jo hnso n. Charles Co mi.skey and Co nnie Mack led 
a 
secessio n but that was way hack in 1901 and it didn’t quite 
last. 
The best thing that co uld happen to majo r league baseball 
at this po int in its histo ry wo uld be a declaratio n o f in­ 
dependence by the American League.

That’s ho w it wo rks. That’s ho w ev ery thing wo rks in 
baseball, with a capital B. What the Natio nal I/eague wants, 
the fans go t and do n't Ije deluded into believ ing that the 
American league o wners “insisted’’ upo n being allo wed to 
ex periment with the so -called designated pinch-hitler. 
NL Wants DPH To fail? 
It is much mo re pro bable that Natio nal League o wners 
do n’t want the new pincn-hit rule, ho pe it will fail and 
are eager fo r the American League to suffer the failure. 


No t since the Yankee dy nasty began crumbling has the 
American League been in a better po sitio n to apply prtssure. 
The American has the Wo rld Series winner, Oakland; the

What baseball needs next is a new league. 


You say you've had enough of expansion baseball, sports 


fan. No, no, that isn"t what I have in mind. This new 
group would be called the American League, we already 
have one of those, you want me to know. Well, yes, we 
do have an American League but in name only. 


What I'm urging is that the American League secede 


from baseball with a capital B. Sure, I am aware that 
Dan Johnson, Charles Comiskey and Connie Mack led a 
secession but that was way back in 1901 and it didn't quite 
last. 


The best thing that could happen to major league baseball 


at this point in its history would be a declaration of in- 
dependence by the American League.

NL Wants DPH To Fail? 


It is much more probable that National League owners 


don't want the new pincn-'nit rule, hope it will fail and 
are eager for the American League to suffer the failure. 


Not since the Yankee dynasty began crumbling has the 


American League been in a better position to apply pressure. 
The American has the World Series winner, Oakland; the 
two most appealing young teams in the majors, the Athletics 
and 
the White Sox, and new, potentially more vigorous 


ownership in New York. 


This is one of those "they never appreciate you until 


you are gone" situations. Once National League owners realized 
that they didn't have the White Sox, Brewers and Indians 
to kick around any more, there surely would be a lot of 
sighing for the good, old days. 


To make the secession a success the American League 


would need a commissioner of it very own. Somebody who 
would lead the "'new" league to war every day, creating 
headlines and causing consternation in the ranks of the fat 
cats. 


The commissioner would do for the American League 


of baseball what AI Davis did for the American League 
of football. Until Davis arrived on the scene to hit the 
NFL where it hurt, the merger would "have been on NFL 
terms exclusively. And if the American Leaguers had been 
courageous enough to fight under Davis' directions for another 
season, they would have forced much more favorable com- 
promises.

Reformatory Boxers 


Eye SE Golden Cloves 


. . . 'HEAVY' BRAY TO MAKE DEBUT

The State Reformatory gymnasium was 


a brightly-lit area, the walls painted a 
gleaming aluminum. Sixteen boxers loped 
easily around the floor while coach Buzz 
Truax 
lounged watchfully against 
t h e 


walkway 
at 
one 
end 
of the practice 


area. 


"That's one of my heavies," he said, 


pointing to a tall, well-proportioned fighter 
in a white T-shirt and sweatpants running 
easily at the head of the pack. 


"He'll be ready to hold his own," he 


continued when asked how ready that fighter 
was for the Southeast District Golden Gloves 
tournament beginning Wednesday at Pershing 
Auditorium. 


"In fact, the whole team is ready," he 


said confidently. "There are no slouches here. 
Everyone is ready." 


In the meantime, the fighters 
moved 


easily into line for calisthenics with the T-- 
shirt clad heavyweight moving in front to 
lead them in a well-regimented drill. 


"Hey, Morgan!" Truax called to one of 


his co-coaches, known as "Pirate" Morgan 
to fight fans a few years ago when he 
was chopping up challengers in the amateur 
ranks. "Put (Walter) 'Big' Bray and (Larry) 
Fleming in together. We'll show you what 
he can do," he said in a low voice. 


Bray, the heavy in question, stood quietly 


while his hands were taped then donned 
headgear and a pair of 14-ounce gloves for 
a 
sparring 
session 
with 
a n o t h e r 


heavyweight. 


"Fleming is kinda tricky," Truax said. 


"But Bray won't fall for anything. He's 
careful." 


Bray moved easily against Fleming, tak- 


ing the" majority of Fleming's punches on 
his gloves and forearms and countering with 
crisp, left jabs. Once, he made a mistake 
and Truax called a halt, then moved in 
quietly to talk with Bray. 


"He hasn't had any fights at all," Truax 


said. "He was going to fight in the last 
smoker, but that was canceled because of 
the weather, so he hasn't had any ring ex- 
perience at all." But after that, he clammed 
up and watched the pair work out. 


At the end of the sparring session, Bray 


came over, perspiring heavily, but breathing 
easily and explained how he became in- 
terested in the boxing program. 


"I talked with some friends," he said 


in a low, barely audible voice. "And they 
told me I should come out and give it a 
try. 


"I've never done any boxing before so 


I was a little leery of trying it I didn't 
know what to expect." 


Bray, a 19-year-old Omahan, speaks shyly 


and uncertainly about boxing, mainly because 
he is still uncertain about his reaction to 
it. 


"I've only been in it heavy-like for about 


a month," he says softly. "So I really don't 
know very much about it. I've never really 
answered the question 'why am I in it?' " 


And that's a question most of the fighters 


wouldn't be able to answer. 


Being on the reformatory boxing team 


means a longer day for them. All of them 
have a job or vocational or academic training 
before training sessions. 


"As a matter of fact," associate warden 


Scott Miller volunteered, "They've been at 
it (other responsibilities) for twelve hours 
so far today. 


"But the boys are really hard workers. 


They understand the conditions we laid down 
before we ever started the program and 
everyone has lived up to them," he continued. 
"Buzz has done a wonderful job working 
with them. He doesn't get paid for it 
... 


it's all his own time. They train practically 
five days a week for three or four hours. 
too. 


"All-in-all, we're pretty pleased with the 


program. It's building confidence and self- 
esteem in the boys. And I think the credit 
for that goes to Buzz. He really understands 
and works with them." 


"When I came here." Bray said, "I didn't 


know anything. I'm still trying to learn the 
steps. Sometimes I think I can't make it, 
but I look at the other people and I think 
I'm in pretty good shape." 


The workout ground to a slow halt as 


the fighters reluctantly moved out of the 
training area. 


"I can say one thing about this pro- 


gram," Truax said. "Everyone is behind us. 
The guards ask every night how the team 
is coming. Warden (Charles) Wolf even takes 
time out to check on them. And all the 
rest of the people here are interested in 
how they're doing." 


"This is going to be a year-around pro- 


gram," Miller said. "After the smokers arc 
over, they'll still keep training and working 
out. It gives them incentive because in order 
to qualify to go to one of the smokers, 
they have to be classified 
as 
minimal 


custody. It gives them something to work 
for and look forward too " 


"I've been waiting a Ions? time for this
